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City Council Opposes Copa, Discusses 
North End and Other Building Projects 


Community Stays in Conservatorship 
Legislation May Limit State Liability

Baltimore Circuit Court Judge Joseph H. H. Kaplan on 
Tuesday, March 4, granted Community Savings and Loan an 
extension of its state-controlled conservatorship status for 
thirty days. The Maryland Deposit Insurance Fund’s 
(MDIF) request for an extension was based on optimism 
that the continuing negotiations on the sale of Community 
will lead to its sale.

At its February 24 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt city 
council recommended denial 
of a liquor license for the 
proposed restaurant-music 
video establishment in Belt- 
way Plaza, and discussed the 
renovation of the North End 
School and other aspects of 
the bond issue. 

On March 27, the Prince 
Georges County Liquor Board 
will hold a hearing on the Green¬ 
belt Video Corporation's applica¬ 
tion for a BLX (luxury restau¬ 
rant) liquor license for the pro¬ 
posed restaurant-music video es¬ 
tablishment to be known as the 
Copa. 

The council unanimously, (with 
Counciimember Joseph Isaacs ab¬ 
sent due to illness), recommend¬ 
ed d enial of the l icense. Most of 
the council members cited park¬ 
ing and security problems among 
the reasons for their opposition. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
Counciimember Antoinette M 
Bram were concerned about the 
proximity of the University of 
Maryland and the possibility that 
the Copa might, in Weidenfeld’s 
words, become an “attractive 
nuisance for the young people in 
the area." 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White cited the number of liquor¬ 
serving restaurants within a mile 
of the Copa, as proof that the 
Copa is “not a necessary public 
accommodation.” White and 
Weidenfeld both rejected the ap¬ 
plicant’s claim that expenses for 
entertainment equipment can be 
considered as improvements to 
the kitchen and dining room, and 
thus felt that the legal require¬ 
ment that 8500,000 be invested in 
such improvements had not been 
met. 

Counciimember Edward Putens 
said the establishment is “ob¬ 
viously intended” mainly for 
drinking and dancing, and is “not 
appropriate” for Greenbelt. 

In addition to council’s objec¬ 
tions, Manzi noted that the liquor 
board’s regulations require that 
any entertainment provided in a 
BLX establishment be “of the 
type found in fine restaurants,” 
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and questioned whether a fifty- 
foot screen qualifies. 

No representatives of the Copa 
were present at the meeting, al¬ 
though they had stated their in¬ 
tention to attend. Council de¬ 
ferred the issue for a time, in 
case the snow had delayed their 
arrival, but no representatives 
ever arrived. 

Bond Issue Facts 

Council discussed, at length, 
the status of the North End 
School but took no action. 

City manager James K. Giese 
had provided council with written 
answers to the questions about 
the timing of decisions, and fund¬ 
ing related to the renovation of 
North End School, submitted by 
Weidenfeld at the February 10 
council meeting. 

Giese estimated that the police 
station will cost $1.2 million to 
$2.4 million to build and S50,000 
per year to maintain with the 
actual cost dependent upon the 
site and size of the building. 
Giese said that a better cost 
estimate will be available in six 
months. 

The cost of building an indoor 
pool and renovating the outdoor 
pool could exceed the $2 million 
provided in the bond issue, ac¬ 
cording to Giese. He suggested 
that council first consider build¬ 
ing the pool in the vicinity of 
the current pool and that a de¬ 
sign study be done to determine 
the feasibility of this. Giese rec¬ 
ommended that the study also 
consider all facilities in the 
Youth Center. Braden Field and 
Candy Cane City areas, whether 
currently existing or planned for 
any time in the future. The fa¬ 
cilities mentioned included a sen¬ 
ior center, youth center additions, 
health spa facilities and handball 
courts. He estimated that such a 
study could be completed in four 
to six months. 

Giese estimated that the indoor 
pool would cost $100,000 to main¬ 
tain with user fees providing 
at least half of that cost. 

Question of Priorities 

In his memo to the council, 
Giese presented his appraisal of 
the projects within the “bricks 
and mortar” portion of the bond 
issue. He noted that he could not 
provide the required time esti¬ 
mate for establishing priorities, 
since that depended upon the 
council. 

Giese sees four projects as 
essential: the police station; the 
addition to the Public Works 
building, which he views as be¬ 
ing of equal importance as the 
police station; remodeling the 
Municipal Building; and the 
Youth Center addition. 

Giese noted that the bricks and 
mortar projects as well as the 


pool projects are almost certain 
to exceed the bond issue funds 
available, and that council has 
already indicated that the money 
for parks acquisition and develop¬ 
ment could not be used for other 
purposes. However, he stated in 
his memo, “I intend to make 
every effort to accomplish these 
programs with the bond funds 
and supplemental General Fund 
monies. If not, I will recommend 
that council seek additional bond¬ 
ing authority.” 

So far as North End School 
was concerned, he did not feel 
that the proposed uses justify 
the costs of renovating and main¬ 
taining the building, and sug¬ 
gested that council consider al¬ 
ternate uses, such as conversion 
to senior citizen housing. Several 
income producing uses, such as 
'conversion to private or profes¬ 
sional offices are not permitted 
under the terms by which the 
city received the property. 

White was concerned that, 
while the council has not for¬ 
mally ado pted any priorities for 
using the bond issue funds, archi¬ 
tects have been hired for the 
police station and the public 
works facility. He made a motion 
that the council hold a public 
hearing soon to establish priori¬ 
ties for the bricks and mortar 
projects. The motion died for lack 
of a second.

Potential purchasers are Meri¬ 
tor of Arlington, a subsidiary of 
the financial services company, 
PSFS, of Philadelphia and Mellon 
Bank of Pittsburgh, When a sale 
is finalized the Maryland legis¬ 
lature has 21 days to review the 
deal. According to a spokesper¬ 
son in the office of Speaker of 
the House Benjamin Cardin “no 
vote by the legislature is re¬ 
quired unless additional funds 
from the state budget or changes 
in statutes are needed. The gov¬ 
ernor has the final power.” 

In response to a question at 
the governor's press conference 
on February 27 dealing with the 
matter of whether legislative ap¬ 
proval is required, Governor 
Harry Hughes said, “No. I don’t 
believe so. The legislation that 
was enacted in October (at the 
time of the Merritt sale), I think, 
is sufficient. I know there have 
been some discussions about 
whether it is quite clear enough 
in some areas, but nobody has 
been to me and said we have to 
have clarifying legislation as of 
this point. My hope is that it 
will not.” 

With the legislative session 
half over, it could be a race with 
the clock for the governor to seal 
a deal in time to give the appro¬ 
priate legislative committees an 
opportunity to evaluate the pro¬ 
posed sale. A spokesperson for 
MDIF said this could still be 
accomplished after the session 
ends. 

Judge Kaplan has been desig¬ 
nated by the State to oversee all 
transactions of the three savings 
and loans in conservatorship 
and one in receivership. His de¬ 
cision to grant an extension pre¬

Hearing on Parcel 1 and 2 
Rezoning Set for March 14 

The much postponed rezoninj* hearing on parcels 1 and 
2, is scheduled for March 14 at 9 a.m. in Upper Marlboro 
at the County Office Building before Prince Georges County 
Zoning Hearing Examiner Barry Cramp. 


The rczoning applications in¬ 
volve 112 acres of Parcels 1 and 
2, land between the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. property. About 
102 acres (Parcel 1) are located 
north of Northway extended and 
10 acres (Parcel 2) are between 
Hamilton Place and Gardenway. 

The Greenbelt City Council is 
currently negotiating with the 
developers the purchase of parcel 
1 and 2 including the 72-acre 
school surplus tract. 

At a January 8 work session 
with city council, Russell W. 
Shipley, attorney for the owners 
of the tracts, put forth a variety 
of options by which the city could 
acquire parts or all of Parcels 
1 and 2 as well as county land 
formerly owned by the Board of 
Education. Among possible op¬ 
tions suggested by Shipley were’ 
1) donation to the city of the 
102-acre Parcel 1, undisputed 
claim by the city to the former 
school board property (72 acres), 
and in return city support for 
townhouse zoning for the 10-acre 


Parcel 2; 2) sale of both parcels 

to the city; 3) preparation of 
a plan for use of the land to 
include some private develop¬ 
ment to be done by a land plan¬ 
ner chosen by the city and paid 
by the owners of the land; 4) 
donation by the owners of half 
the land to the city in return for 
development rights to the other 
half; 5) other options to be sug¬ 
gested by city officials, 

Shipley said there are prob¬ 
lems in developing Parcel 1, in¬ 
cluding limited access (from 
Plateau Place and possibly Laurel 
Hill Road) and the high cost of 
providing sewers ($2 X 4 to $5 mil¬ 
lion). The original rezoning ap¬ 
plications were filed in the early 
1960’s. Shipley said the subse¬ 
quent delays are “frustrating” to 
the landowners who have come 
to the point where they would 
donate “half or all of the 102 
acres to the city” if agreement 
could be reached on the remain¬ 
ing property owned by them in 
the city. 


into receivership on March 5. 
Under law the conservatorship 
status runs for six months. After 
that period the association is 
placed in receivership or turned 
back to its original ownership. 

In the case of Community, 
MDIF has been the conservator. 
During the past six months Com¬ 
munity has been functioning as 
a financial institution depositors’ 
accounts have been earning 5%% 
interest and mortgages have been 
paid to the S&L. In a state of 
receivership, the S&L is no long¬ 
er active, accounts do not earn 
interest but it continues to 
receive mortgage payments. Rev¬ 
enues received from liquidation of 
the assets and the sale of 
loans are used to pay off the 
depositors. However, those as¬ 
sets might not cover the full 
amounts deposited in the ac¬ 
counts. 

For example, Old Court Sav¬ 
ings and Loan, which is in re¬ 
ceivership, will, according to the 
governor's plan, start to repay 
its depositors on March 31. the 
money frozen in their accounts 
since June 7, 1985. Almost all 
Old Court depositors would be 
allowed to withdraw up to $5,000. 
Depositors having more than that 
amount would he repaid the re¬ 
maining funds over a period of 
four years. This plan is being 
opposed by the Maryland Savings 
and Loan Depositors’ Committee, 
according to David Lange, co- 
chairman. Lange noted that the 
plan releases 100% of the small 
accounts but only a small per¬ 
centage of the large accounts 
containing the life savings of 
many elderly depositors. Lange 
stated that the Committee favors 
a pro rata distribution and noted 
that the same funds, in the gover¬ 
nor’s plan would permit releas¬ 
ing about 20% of all accounts. 
Therefore, persons with life sav¬ 
ings of $75,000, for example, 
would receive about 815.000 on 
a pro rata basis instead of $5,000

A Commitment 

To the Editor: 


Many savings and loan de¬ 
positors already are aware of 
House Bill 533, which would limit 
state insurance to $100,000 per 
depositor instead of the current 
coverage of up to $100,000 per 
account. 

Last week, Attorney General 
Sachs confirmed the opinion of 
Special Counsel Wilbur Preston 
that MSSIC, the now-discredited 
predecessor of the Maryland De¬ 
posit Insurance Fund Corpora¬ 
tion, erred when it switched from 
per-depositor to per-aecount in¬ 
surance a decade ago. The Attor¬ 
ney General agreed that the state 
assumed per-account obligation 
when it took over MSSIC last 
year, but he said the legislature 
could reverse itself if it so chose. 

The bill to do so is before the 
House Economic Matters Com¬ 
mittee where it is said to have 
surprisingly strong support. 

I want to assure depositors that 
I oppose the bill. In my view, the 
General Assembly made a com¬ 
mitment to depositors last May 
to insure each account for up to 
$100,000. To renege on that com¬ 
mitment now, it seems to me, 
would inflict still another wound 
on the credibility of the state 
government and its determina¬ 
tion to keep its promises. 

The proposed legislation would 
also hurt the taxpayers of those 
municipalities whose funds are 
in the affected institutions as 
well as members of churches and 
other non-profit groups. 

Governor Hughes has said that 
he “would be inclined” to veto 
the bill should it pass. It is my 
hope—and I will work to bring 
it to fruition—that the General 
Assembly’s sense of fairness will 
assert itself and the bill will 
never reach the Governor's desk.

Why the Delay? 

To the Editor: 

The same Council majority 
that last June blithely expended 
$100,000 of Greenbelt taxpayers’ 
money to fund the questionable 
rehabilitation of four tennis 
courts appears to be entertaining 
second thoughts regarding the ex¬ 
penditure of earmarked funds for 
the rehabilitation of North End 
School as a city activity center. 
It is apparent that council is 
playing games with the long¬ 
standing commitment to renovate 
the school for city use. The rea¬ 
sons being fabricated for delay¬ 
ing work on the center are: (1) 
uncertainties about how much 
money would be available from 
the bond issue; (2) impact (if 
any) of decisions to locate the 
proposed indoor pool; (3) long¬ 
term costs to the city for fund¬ 
ing of programs and maintenance 
of the renovated building; and 
(4) what is the optimum location 
for a senior center and should 
such a center be included as part 
of an indoor pool. Presumably, 
the scenario goes, when we have 
th answers to these questions, we 
would be in a position to make 
the “right” decision on the reno¬ 
vation of North End School. 

Malarkey! The expressed con¬ 
cerns are irrelevant to the com¬ 
mitment to rehabilitate North 
End School. That commitment 
was made even before the City 
obtained title to the property in 
1984. The extent of the commit¬ 
ment was reflected in the FY 
83/84 budget adopted by Council 
(then consisting of Pilski, Pu- 
tens, Weidenfeld, White and 
Zugby) which established a re¬ 
serve account specifically ear¬ 
marked for the North End Center 
in an amount equal to 5c on the 
tax rate. This commitment was 
renewed in the FY 84/85 budget 
and again in the FY 85/86 bud¬ 
get, Currently, the reserve fund 
for the North End Center am¬ 
ounts to nearly % l A million. If 
the Council again levies this 5c 
tax in the upcoming 86/87 bud¬ 
get, this fund would then total 
nearly $400,000. I contend that 
this would sufficiently fund sub¬ 
stantial renovation of the North 
End Center providing an excel¬ 
lent city facility of approximate¬ 
ly 15,000 to 20,000 square feet. I 
also contend that the interest ex¬

DRAFT PROPOSAL ON REVISION OF OCCUPANCY CRITERIA 

A proposal to revise the occupancy criteria will be considered at the Annual 
Membership Meeting on May 14, 1986. An informal membership hearing has been 
scheduled for March 10, 1986, in the Greenbelt Library for the purpose of receiving 
members’, comments about the proposal. All interested GHI members are invited to 
the hearing. The text of the proposal is reprinted below — 

OCCUPANCY CRITERIA PROPOSAL 

The Board of Directors recommends that the membership approve a policy which 
would allow occupancy of GHI homes by the member, the member’s family, and one 
unrelated adult. Minor children of the unrelated person may reside so long as total 
occupancy of the unit does not exceed two persons per bedroom. In all cases, the 
member must occupy the unit. 

Two unrelated adults may create a joint tenancy and hold joint membership in 
the same way as husband and wife can hold membership jointly. All requirements 
regarding charges, voting, rules and regulations, etc. would apply. 

Discussion 

The proposal was prompted by the realization that both society at large and the 
Greenbelt community are undergoing significant demographic changes. There are 
a number of reasons why people may desire to have unrelated individuals share 
their housing, including financial, medical, assistance in living independently, com¬ 
panionship, etc. 

This proposal would not permit the creation of any form of absentee ownership 
or rental of GHI units. It clearly limits occupancy to a maximum of two unrelated 
adults per unit. The restrictions governing subleasing would not, in any way be 
altered by this proposal. 


ted center warrants expeditious 
action by Council rather than the 
delaying tactics inherent in the 
game of “twenty questions”. To 
date, potential tenants include 
formal school programs before 
and .gf.ter school day care, senior 
activities, Greenbelt museum 
space, a cable television studio, 
arts and crafts studio, storage 
for volunteer groups, and a vari¬ 
ety of similar complementary ac¬ 
tivities. You will note that many 
are “self-supporting”, thus en¬ 
abling the City to recoup building 
maintenance and program costs. 
In any event, there is no question 
that a renovated center would 
provide needed space for expand¬ 
ing city programs. 

The questions that remain are: 
W T hy is Council entertaining se¬ 
cond thoughts ? Do they have 
some other use in mind for the 
dedicated reserve funds for North 
End Center? Or, is there just a 
lack of leadership?

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North End School 

White was “amazed” that 
council was “dragging its feet” 
on the North End renovation. He 
cited the creation of the reserve 
fund for North End School dur¬ 
ing the last two budgets and 
questioned Giese’s recommenda¬ 
tion that these reserves could be 
used to fund the manager's four 
priority projects, calling the use 
of this money for North End a 
“matter of trust.” 

White said the commitment to 
obtain and renovate the school 
preceded the bond issue and “any 
articulated need for a police sta¬ 
tion.” 

Ann Pisano and Esther Webb 
had written to council about the 
availability of grants of up to 
$200,000 from the state Depart¬ 
ment of Aging for use in reno¬ 
vating schools into senior citizen 
centers. At the meeting, Pisano 
said that with the way “funds 
are going today, I think we 
ought to grab whatever funds 
we can now and get going on it.” 

White estimated that $243,000 
(not including interest), has been 
raised by the five cent tax dedi¬ 
cation for North End renovation, 
and that repeating the dedication 
would raise another $100,000 to 
$125,000. He called the total of 
$368,000, “pretty good seed 
money,” and said if the city could 
get a $200,000 grant the bond 
issue money wasn’t even needed 
for the renovation. He felt the 
costs could be held down and 
questioned Giese’s estimated 
maintenance costs of $75,000. 

Tony Pisano reminded council 
that they refused to set any pri¬ 
orities before the bond referen¬

What is “tooth sealing”? 

The chewing surfaces of 
back teeth have irregular 
grooves, called pits and fis¬ 
sures, which are highly sus¬ 
ceptible to decay.

On February 25 Detective Ser¬ 
geant Mike Craddock assisted 
F.B.I. agents in arresting two 
men at Beltway Plaza who had 
been trying to sell bogus Nexus 
hair products to a local business. 
$40,000 worth of counterfeit 
Nexus products were seized. The 
two suspects, who gave Los An¬ 
geles, California and Houston, 
Texas addresses, were charged 
with violation of the Trademark 
Counterfeiting Act and incarcer¬ 
ated on $50,000 and $10,000 bonds 
respectively. Nexus company 
officials report such illicit prod¬ 
ucts have been sold throughout 
the country for about a year. 
They describe the genuine prod¬ 
ucts as having blue caps and 
computer-stamped numbers on 
the bottom, while the counterfeit 
products have brown caps with 
the numbers rubber-stamped on 
the bottom. 

About 9:20 p.m., February 27 
Officer James Parker prevented 
a 21-year-old Greenbelt man from 
attempting to commit sujicide. 
The man was trying to jump off 
the bridge on Greenbelt Road 
over the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. He was committed to 
Prince Georges General Hospital 
until further disposition. 

During a fight at 7824 Hanover 
Parkway at about 1:40 a.m. on 
February 27 a 22-yefjr-old woman 
attacked her mother, indicting 
scalp wounds and severe bites to 
both arms.

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6HI Board Considers Changing Occupancy 
Criteria; Boiler Plants to be Demolished

At its February 27 meet¬ 
ing, the board of directors 
of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
took the first steps toward 
changing the cooperative’s 
occupancy criteria which 
have shaped GHI’s member¬ 
ship for 50 years. 

The board voted unanimously 
to present a draft amendment of 
the occupancy criteria at a mem¬ 
bers’ hearing on Monday, March 
10 at Greenbelt Library at 7 p.m. 
The outcome of that hearing (and 
subsequent hearings which will 
be held if needed) will determine 
whether the occupancy criteria 
change will be put on the agenda 
of the annual membership meet¬ 
ing in May. The draft to be pre¬ 
sented at the March 10 hearing 
provides that, in addition to the 
member and the member’s imme¬ 
diate family, one unrelated adult 
and any minor children of that 
adult could occupy a GHI unit. 
Total occupancy could not exceed 
two persons per bedroom. The 
board discussion emphasized that, 
the member(s) would continue to 
be required to occupy the unit. 

Since Greenbelt’s beginning, 
residency in GHI units has been 
limited to the member and the 
member’s immediate family. In 
the 1970’s these limitations came 
under attack in suits brought by 
unrelated persons who wished to 
purchase GHI units. The most 
recent court case was decided in 
July 1984; all decisions have 
been in favor of GHI. However, 
a membership hearing held in 
January 1985 revealed that there 
is a good deal of sentiment 
among residents for changing the 
criteria to more nearly fit the 
life-style of the I980’s. Opinion

at the hearing was almost even¬ 
ly split between those who 
wished to see the criteria loos¬ 
ened and those who wished to 
conserve the “family orientation” 
of the community. 

While the board and members 
were pondering this change, a 
bill, prepared by the Human Re¬ 
lations Commission, was intro¬ 
duced into the Maryland legisla¬ 
ture by Senator Mike Miller 
(D. P.G.) which would make it 
illegal for any lease or mutual 
ownership contract to restrict 
occupancy of a residential dwell¬ 
ing to the tenant's or member’s 
immediate family. The GHI board 
agreed to oppose this bill in the 
legislature. President Margaret 
Hogensen. who had alerted the 
board to this bill, pointed out 
that, if enacted, the bill would 
remove all authority to regulate 
occupancy from the corporation. 
Director Wayne Williams also 
pointed out that once a law 
dealing with this issue is passed, 
future judicial interpretations 
may vary widely from what 
seems to be intended now. In a 
“straw vote,” a majority of the 
board agreed to oppose the bill. 

The Boiler Plants to Go 

General Manager Ron Colton 
brought before the board a con¬ 
tract to demolish three of the 
large, freestanding boiler plants. 
Colton’s recommendation that 
these structures be demolished 
was based on recent vandalism 
at the boiler room on upper 
Laurel Hill. Considering that 
these buildings represent a con¬ 
tinuing problem and expense and 
might expose the corporation to 
liability in case of injury, Colton 
recommended that the three 
plants be demolished. Colton said 
many more members live and 
park near the fourth boiler plant

which is on Plateau Place and it 
has been less troubled than the 
others by vandalism and illegal 
entries. However, Colton did rec¬ 
ommend that this boiler room 
also be demolished when the Mu¬ 
seum Committee vacates it. 

Director Debbie Hartwick re¬ 
called for the board that last 
May the membership had spe¬ 
cifically voted down a motion to 
demolish the Research Road boil¬ 
er plant and queried whether the 
board had the authority to raze 
that plant. Several board mem¬ 
bers, however, pointed out that 
the board has a fiduciary respon¬ 
sibility to protect the corpora¬ 
tion against financial hazards. 
The two members of the Audit 
Committee present supported 
demolition of the structure. Bev¬ 
erly Colvin said that the “risk 
is too great.” Janet James, ap¬ 
pointed to the Audit Committee 
at this meeting to replace Direc¬ 
tor Andrea Haslinger, said that 
she had come to the conclusion 
that the corporation doesn’t need 
the boiler rooms. 

The board approved by unani¬ 
mous vote the first reading of 
a motion to let a $24,000 contract 
to demolish the three boiler 
plants. Colton, in his memo to 
the board, suggested that the 
space left by razing the struc¬ 
tures might be used as play¬ 
grounds, parking or green space. 

Greenbelt Museum 

The board had before it a 
letter from Sandra Barnes, chair 
of the 50th Anniversary Commit¬ 
tee, and Dorothy Sucher, Co¬ 
chair of the Museum Subcommit¬ 
tee, requesting that the board 
conduct a mail referendum to 
allow the city to acquire a unit 
and use it as a museum. The 
unit under consideration is at 
10-B Crescent Road near the 
library. According to the letter, 


this unit has been offered for sale 
to the city for this purpose and 
the neighbors contacted by the 
committee do not abject to this 
use. The unit is half of a duplex 
and, according to the letter, the 
committee hopes the city will 
eventually acquire the other unit 
also, Barnes, appearing before 
the board, pointed out that there 
are many demands on the pro¬ 
ceeds of the bond issue from 
which the museum is to be 
financed. “The committee doesn’t 
want to lose the chance at the 
bond money or this house,” 
Barnes said, by waiting for GHI 
membership approval at the May 
meeting. Director Ray McCawley 
suggested, howver, that the city 
could put aside the money until 
after the membership had voted 
on the bylaws amendment which 
would allow' the city to use the 
unit for a non-residentiai use. 
Barnes, however, urged the mail 
referendum. In the end. the board 
voted to poll the members by 
mail. According to the schedule 
set by the board, a hearing on 
the museum amendment will be 
held on March 24; ballots will be 
mailed out on about March 20 
and will be due back at the GHI 
office on April 1. 

Larger Townhomes Loan 

Requirements imposed by the 
Federal National Mortgage As¬ 
sociation for an appraisal based 
on a comparable housing group 
continue to delay the placement 
of a loan for the rehabilitation of 
the larger townhomes, Colton 
reported to the board. Colton out¬ 
lined the various adjustable rate 
mortgages (ARMs) being offered 
by the National Cooperative Bank 
and also said that he would in¬ 
vestigate the possibility of get¬ 
ting a fixed-rate mortgage from 
the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation. He pointed out, how¬ 
ever, that it would probably take 
a month to get an answer from 
that organization. 

Colton suggested that a better 
alternative might be to obtain 
a loan from a conventional lend¬ 
er. He said he thought a con¬ 


ventional loan could be obtained 
at about the same annual per¬ 
centage rate as that offered by 
FNMA. On a motion by Director 
Nancy Hutchins, the board voted 
unanimously to instruct Colton 
and Comptroller Don McGinn to 
pursue the placement of a con¬ 
ventional loan to finance the re¬ 
habilitation program. 

New Lender Approved 

The board approved a recogni¬ 
tion agreement with Ronzetti In¬ 
vestment and Mortgage Company 
which will allow that company to 
make loans to purchasers of GHI 
units. The approval provides for 
a reevaluation of the agreement 
by either side after 25 loans have 
been made. 

The board also selected a new 
corporation counsel to replace the 
long-standing relationship with 
the firm Krooth and Altman. Ac¬ 
cording to Colton, the decision 
to change law firms was an ami¬ 
cable one on both sides and was 
based on changes in the area on 
which the firm concentrates as 
well as GHI’s requirement for 
a firm which focuses on general 
cooperative law. The board voted 
to retain Marjorie Corwin of the 
Baltimore firm of Weinberg & 
Green to be corporate counsel. 
According to Colton, Corwin is 
very knowledgeable aboiit coop¬ 
erative law and has extensive ex¬ 
perience testifying before the 
legislature on this subject. GHI 
will also retain a local lawyer, 
William F. Edwards, to handle 
court filings related to delinquen¬ 
cies and similar matters which, 
Colton suggested, should be han¬ 
dled by a local lawyer. 

Meetings 

This month, regular meetings 
of the board of directors will be 
held on March 13 and 20. In 
addition to the membership hear¬ 
ings on the occupancy criteria on 
March 19 and on the museum 
proposal on March 24, the board 
will meet with the city council 
in a work session on March 11 to 
discuss a possible division of ef¬ 
fort and resources in supporting 
the playgrounds in GHI areas.

under the Governor's plan. 

Under a hardship withdrawal 
plan, funds for specific purposes 
in seven categories may be re¬ 
leased by S&L's in conservator- 
ship or receivership. 

Negotiations have progressed 
in the possible sale of First Mary¬ 
land Savings and Loan to York- 
ridge Calvert Savings and Loan, 
also under State conservatorship. 
Hughes said, “I think they are 
filing an application . , . for a 
supervisory conversion which 
would convert it from a mutual 
organization into a stock organi¬ 
zation . . . that's probably the 
only significant regulatory mat¬ 
ter left,” 

The state has been pursuing 
Meritor S&L for some time. The 
negotiations have been slowed by 
some federal requirements and 
a jurisdictional problem. The Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank Board 
(FHLB), the agency that re¬ 
views the financial aspects of a 
merger, is requesting that in ex¬ 
change for permitting Commun¬ 
ity to be acquired, Meritor, which 
is insured by Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation 
(FSL1C), must also acquire a 
troubled FSLIC institution. 
FHLBB must also take steps to 
insure that any out of-state 
S&L, such as Meritor, meets with 
the board's criteria. 

Governor Hughes at his press 
conference announced that anoth¬ 
er prospective purchaser of Com¬ 
munity is Mellon Bank, He said, 
“They have been involved for 
some 3 weeks . . . examining 
Community to get at the econo¬ 
mics of it,” Meritor and Mellon, 
he emphasized are “bonafide 
suitors.” He also noted that Mel¬ 
lon, a very large institution, 
would be insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation 
rather than FSLIC, so at “the 
regulatory end of it, we feel, it 
would be really no problem at 
all.” 

Another uncertainty is whether 
or not the legislature will sup¬ 
port a bill (House Bill 533) that 
would lower the amount of money 
that depositors at thrifts in con¬ 
servatorship or receivership can 
get back from their frozen ac¬ 
counts. The bill is designed to 
reduce the state's liability by 
insuring account holders for 
8100,000 per depositor instead of 
$100,000 per account. 

The Maryland Savings-Share 
Insurance Corporation, which was 
replaced by MDIF at the time 
of the savings and loan crisis, 
had guaranteed all accounts at 
state thrifts up to $100,000. 
Hughes later announced the state 
would honor MSSIC's guarantee 
to depositors. Passage of the bill 
now before the legislature would 
nullify that commitment. The 
House Economic Matters Com¬ 
mittee will vote on ttfe bill this 
Friday, March 7. 

Maryland House Passes 
Funding for Driver's Ed 

The House of Delegates has 
passed and sent to the Senate a 
bill by Delegate Gerard F. Dev¬ 
lin (D-PG) extending the $4 mil¬ 
lion per year state subsidy of 
local driver education programs. 

If the General Assembly does 
not act in this session of the 
legislature the program under 
which the State pays $65 per 
student for each high school stu¬ 
dent enrolled in the program will 
end on July 1. 

“I remain committed to driver 
education as a useful educational 
tool and I want it continued,” 
Devlin said, “Today more than 
ever we need trained, Responsible 
drivers on the road,” 


In response to questions 
from the News Review, GHI 
General Manager Ron Colton 
said that the proposal to lim¬ 
it state liability for reimbus- 
ing depositors to $100,000 per 
depositor will not affect GHI 
because the corporation had 
less than that amount on de¬ 
posit at Community- 

Colton also said that the in¬ 
formation from MDIF on the 
present ownership of loans on 
GHI units which were origin¬ 
ally made by Twin Pines/ 
Community/EPIC is still be¬ 
ing reviewed by the corporate 
counsel. It appears that there 
may be some contradictions 
within the documents them¬ 
selves. Therefore, GHI is still 
uncertain as to the exact own¬ 
ership of the loans on some 
units. However, Colton said 
that GHI is reassured by the 
fact that in response to Judge 
Kaplan's order, MDIF has for 
the first time attempted to 
answer the ownership issue- 
Colton stated that informa¬ 
tion about the availability of 
this information has been dis¬ 
seminated at board meetings 
and in response to inquiries by 
individual members- He went 
on to say that MDIF has stat¬ 
ed that requests from the 
member in writing to EPIC 
about the status of the mem¬ 
ber's loan will be answered- 
Colton further suggested that 
members should review their 
loan documents in light of to¬ 
day's lower interest rates and 
determine if they might real¬ 
ize lower monthly loan pay¬ 
ments by refinancing their 
loan obligation.
